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DEATH PENALTY FOR 
BRUTAL CRIME. 


At the yesterday, 
Patrick Aylward, farmer, of Rochestown, 
Mullinavat, Co. Kilken , was sentenced to 
death for the murder of William Holden, an 
eighteen months old infant, at Rochestown on 
April 21 last. This is the seventh death 
sentence imposed at the present Commission. 

The prosecution was conduc by Mr. 
Carrigan, K.C., and Mr. Dudley White, K.C. 
(instructed by the Chief State Solicitor). Mr. 
M. J. Lennon (instructed by Mr. P. R. Buggy) 
defended. 

Mr. Carrigan, stating the case to the jury, 
said that the prisoner was charged with a 
crime as terrible as could be committed. He 
was charged with ‘having taken a helpless 
infant from its bed, put it across a fire, and 
roasted it in such a way that it died within 
twenty-four hours. It was inconceivable that 
such a thing could happen, but the evidence 
would prove that it did happen. 

Patrick Holden, father of the infant, lived 
with his. wife and eight children close to 
where the prisoner lived. On the day of the 
occurrence the infant, William Holden, was 
left in bed near the fire. The father and 
the mother were out. The house was 
locked on the inside, the children were there, 
and the key was left in charge of Patrick 
Holden, the eldest boy.

It appeared that the prisoner had been on 
terms with the Holdens on account of 
alleged trespassing by fowl and goats. How- 
ever, on the day of the crime he came to the 
Holdens’ house and said that he would put 
an end to the trespassing. He took up the 
child, brought it to the fire, and put its back 

ainst the bars or across the top of the fire. 

e little boy, Patrick Holden, endeavoured 
to rescue the child, but he was powerless. 

The prisoner, it would appear, left the child 
across the top of the grate. After he left the 
house the children took the infant, whose 
clothes were on fire, and quenched them in a 
bucket of water, and put the child back to 
bed. When the father came home a doctor 
was sent for, and neighbours came and put 
the child into cotton wool. 

The case would rest on the evidence of the 
children. The infant had a terrible burn from 
shoulder to shoulder on the back, which would 
correspond with the description of being placed 
against the bar of the s 

Dr. Matthew Patric 
by Mr. Dudley White, said that on: April 22 
he attended at Holden's house, where he 
found the infant in a state of collapse and 
charred all over the back. There were burns 
on.both arms towards the elbows. The burns 
on the back were the cause of death, and they 
could not have been caused except by placing 
the infant on the bars of the grate. Witness 
knew the prisoner, whom he considered to be 
a degenerate, but still responsible for his 
actions. 

Patrick Holden, a boy of about nine years, 
pre evidence that when the prisoner came in 

e locked the door and said, “ What do you 
want to leave the goats in the haggard íor ””' 
He then seized the child and held it over the 
fire back downwards. Witness struggled with 
him, but was not able for him. Prisoner 
walked out of the house, leaving the child on 
the fire. The child's clothes were on fire, and 
witness quenched the flames with a bucket of 
water.

Dr. Hackett, medica] officer, Mountjoy 
Prison, stated that from hi§ observations he 
saw nothing to indicate that the prisoner was 
not responsible for his actions. There was no 
Sign of degeneracy.

Aylward’s house that evening between 4.45 
and 5 o’clock, the hour at which the burning 
was said to have taken place. Aylward and 
his brother were having tea when he went 
into their house. Witness remained until 
9.15 and prisoner was there all the time. 

John Aylward, aged 75, brother of the 
prisoner, who lived with him, gave evidence 
corroborating that of the last witness as to 
the time the accused was in the house. 

The jury, after ten minutes’ deliberation, 
found prisoner guilty. The foreman said 
that a majority of the jury recommended the 
prisoner to mercy. 

On being asked if he had anything to say 
as to why sentence of death should not be 
pronounced upon him, the prisoner declared 
that he was innocent, exclaiming: ‘‘ God 
EO the woman who put that lie on me.” 

The Lord Chief Justice said that he a 
with the verdict. The evidence could leave 
no doubt on the mind of any reasonable 
person that the prisoner was guilty. He 
would communicate the recommendation to 
mercy to the proper quarter, but he conid 
not hold out any hope of mitigation of the 
sentence which he was about to impose. 

Having assumed the black cap, the Lord 
Chief Justice then sentenced the prisoner to 
be hanged on Thursday, 27th December.

THAN AUTHOR, : 

The principal guest at the Dublin Rotary 
Club luncheon vesterday was Mr. Heury 
Morrow (Gerald Macnamara, of the Ulster 
Players), who entertained the company for 
three-quarters of an hour with an intensely 
humorous description of how play production 
might be made easy. 

Mr. Morrow began by laying down the un- 
deniable fact that the firet thing necessary 
for the proper productien of a play was an 
author; but the author was only a starter, as 
the producer did the real work. Authors 
were divided into two classes—the dead and 
the living. The Can of a dead author were 
the easiest to produce, as a living author could 


ruin a play by his interference with the pro- 


ducer. One reason why Shakespeare's plays 
were so popular was that their author was 
dead, and, therefore, could not interfere with 


their production. 

Mr. Morrow then gave a running sketch of 
a four-act drama of his own, the scene of

“GRAVE. IMPORTANCE,” 

The President, in moving the adoption of 
the report (a summary of which has been 
already published), said that in no year in 
the history of the Society had matters of such 
grave importance been submitted to the con- 
sideration of their Council; matters concern- 
ing not only their own professional interests, 
but matters affecting the entire community 
and the future of their country. Among 
these, two infringed upon ownership to an ex- 
tent which in past times and in normal con- 
ditions would have seemed a serious trespass 
on the recognised rights of contract and pos- 
session. 

Une of these was the continuance of the 
Rent and Mortgage Restriction Acts. The 
earlier of these was intended to serve 4 
transient purpose and to meet difficulties 
which, it was then hoped, would cease soon 
after the expiration of the war. But that 
hope was not fulfilled, and the Act of this 
years was consequently passed. The land 
clauses of the Finance lett 1909-1910, failed to 
satisiy the purposes for which they were 
ostensibly enacted, and the taxes payable 
thereunder fell for the most part on the enter- 
prising builder. Thus, in conjunction with 
the rising price of labour and materia], such 
taxes proved a deterrent to the erection of 
new vuildings, so that even before the Great 
War there was a shortage in the normal rate 
of building of houses in the United Kingdom, 
which shortage in the course of the four 
years preceding the war had accumulated, as 
was calculated, to 200,000 houses less than 
the demand. The population of Great Britain 
was at the time increasing at the rate of 
400,0U0 a year, and it was thought that the 
value of land, especially in the vicinity of 
towns, was increasing; and with a freak of 
reasoning the Act was applied to this country, 
where at the time the = expan was de- 
creasing at the rate of 45,000 a year. 


THE LAND ACT. 

The other meastre to which he referred was 
the Land Act, 1925. It was noteworthy as 
being am example, rare in the history of any 
country, of compulsory acquisition by the 
State of property on so large a scale. It was 
not, however, an acquisition by the State for 
the community at large; its object was to 
satisfy the claims of farmers who had failed 
to secure purchase of their holdings under 

revious Purchase Acts, or of .those whose 


oldings it was considered desirable 
to enlarge in agricultural and other 
interests. It was unfortunate for the 
land-owners that the completion had 


fallen upon the Free State in their first years 
of government, when the financial state of the 
country, appareutly, did not admit of the Go- 
vernment offering more generous terms than 
those which had been offered. 

A matter which more nearly touched the 
interests of their profession was the Judiciary 
Bill which was still pending in the Dail. lt 
was with extreme reluctance that the Council 
consented to the extension of the jurisdiction 
of the proposed cireuit courts to actions in 
contracts up to £300 and in tort £100. The 
Council consented, in deference to the strongly 
urged opinion of the Provincial Bar Associa- 
tion of Ireland, representative of provincial 
solicitors. That the Judiciary Committee 
went beyond the recommendation of the Pro- 
vincial Bar Association was, in the opinion 
of the Council, a matter of regret. But 
whatever Neary CAT wbe there might be, they 
should accept the bill, with a resolve to make 
its operation as far as possible useful to the 
public, and to avert the evil results which 
they apprehended. In this attempt they 
hoped they would not be frustrated by the 
rules which were to be framed. 


ORDER AND PEACE. 

To them, as to every other member of the 
community, it was oí vital interest that. law 
and order prevail, with peaceful conditions, 
so that each c carry on his avocation 
without danger or menace from those who 
made their own idiosyncrasies a religion. 

The President of their Free State went this 

ear on two missions of peace—one that the 
Pees State might be enrolled in the League 
of Nations, and the other to pay tribute to 
the shrine of that great Irishman, Columbanus, 
the first great missionary who left their shores 
to preach Christian peace and true freedom. 
That freedom could not exist save when ac- 
companied by all that seemliness and civic 
virtue which was expressed by the Latin 
word “‘ dignitas,"’ and which had been so 
lacking in their country m recent years. 

However, to-day they were justified in hop- 
ing that that wretched period of hate and 
shame, of crime and destruction, had ended. 
The country had recognised, too, that inepti- 
tude for honest work did not constitute the 
hero or the patriot, and they had an indica- 
tion of returning confidence and enterprise in 
the extensive application which had already 
been made to share in the National Loan.

| Mr. A. W. Sterling formally seconded the 


adoption of the report. ; 

Mr. James Brady said that it was very re- 
grettable that the membership of the Society 
had so largely decreased, mm consequence of 
the iniquitous partition of the country. The 
Chairman’s statement was very interesting, 
but he would much preier if it applied more 
generally to the interests ‘of their profession 
at large. 


“DISGRACEFUL POSITION.” 

As regards the Courts of Justice Bill, Mr. 
Brady said that he had already given hia 
views to the Press, and he would not repeat 
them. But he was sorry that a strenuous 
effort was hot made to amalgamate both 
branches of the legal profession. With the 
Northern portion taken away, there was only 
a population of three millions in the Free 
State, and yet they were having two brenches 
of the legal profession, and two branches of 
the judiciary in the North and South. 

“That,” he said, “is a disgraceful, 
humiliating, and disgusting position of affairs 
as far as Í am concerned, but the public will 
pay the piper, and so long as they pay the 
piper the tume will be played at their ex- 
pense.” 

He criticised the Damage to Property Com- 
pensation Act as being laborious to solicitors 
and expensive to clients. He felt humiliated, 
as an old standing member of the profession, 
that the Government of the Free State had 
treated that Council in such a cavalier fashion 
with regard to suggestions. and 
amendments to the new Courts Bill. He 
thought that they were not worthy of the 
name of advocates when they allowed them- 
selves to be treated in such a fashion. He 
thought that the Council ought to 
call a meeting of all the memberr of the pro- 
fession and place before them the “way they 
were treated. 

Sir George Roche said that the falling off 
in membership was

Mr. T. R. Craig said that it was stated that 
there was a demand for this bill, avd that the 
English laws were not suitable for this country.

It was obligatory on the Govern- 
ment, under the terms of the Constitution, 
that this reorganisatior of the judicial system 
should be undertaken. He É sg that, if 
the bill was given a chance it would work in 
the interests of the profession as welkgas in 
the interests of the public. 
Dr. T. J. Quirke said that he did not agree 
with the views of Mr. P. J. Brady. The bill 
would damage credit One gentleman in the 
Dail said that it was no business of theirs 
to enable a Manchester man to recover his 
debts here. Was ever such a doctrine put 
forward ! 
He thought that it was the business of the 
law to make it easy for a man to recover what 
was due to him. People in Manchester, Lon- 
don, and Glasgow would restrict their trade, 
and they shouid deal internationally. hey 
should get coal from England, and they would 
not get coal from England on credit if they 
made it difficult for people to recover thei:

The New Ireland. 


The new number of The Round T able— 
which, aiter thirteen years, keeps iis high 
level of serenity and intelligence as a 
quarterly review of the politics of the 
British Commonwealth—has an ‘article: oh 
“ Ireland as it is.” The writer, an Trish- 
man living in the Free State, establishes 
an immediate claim to our respect; for he 
is a successful prophet. His article, which 
must have been written some weeks ago, 
predicted that the Free State Loan 
would be an internal loan and that the 
nation would support it handsomely The 
ground of this belief that “ the 
pessimist is always the loudest talker 
here. , , . Those persons who see 
some good in the Government and have 
soine faith in the country do not talk. 
They exist, however, and when the time 
comes will act.” Events have justified | 
this prediction, and the. success of the 
Nationa] Loan is assured.. The business 
community, silent and stoical during three 
years of the sorest hardship, has rallied 
to the Government's appeal. Great insti- 
tutions, for which political change has 
meant material loss and the loss of some 
precicus things that were not material, 
have recognised their permanent identity 
with the national fortunes. The whole 
country has been loyal to the Loan, and, 
in particular, the subscriptions of the 
Church of Ireland and of Trinity College 
have a value that cannot be counted merely 
in pounds sterling. They signify that— 
sooner, perhaps, than any man had dared 
to hope—the spirit of national confidence 
and of national ‘unity has come to birth 
in the Free State. 

The writer in The. Round Table has 
faith in his country’s star, but he does 
not .surrender his judgment to his 
patriotism. He believes that our agricul- 
tural problem is both urgent and 
dangerous, and that “the Irish grazier 
and farmer is faced with the gravest crisis 
in his history.’’ The fact that “ the whole 
system of marketitig is wrong ” is largely 
responsible for the high cost of living and 
the corresponding height of wages. “ There 
is practically no such thing as competitive 
buying from the producer or competitive 
selling to the consumer. The Dublin shop- 
keeper finds ‘hat it pays better to keep 
up the ring than to advertise cheap wares 
to gain more customers.. The writer 
holds, as we have held, that the best 
solution would: be found in co-operation | 
between producer and consumer, but he 
fears that, in the absence of such united 
effort, the Government must undertake 
the task. Unless something is done 
quickly the country’s taxable income 
will dwindle and the public credit will 
suffer. The writer applauds the Govern- 
ment’s courage and iis resistance to 
popular clamour, but his criticism of some 
of its measures is very candid. He thinks 
that the Judiciary Bill is a bad bill. “It is 
always a mistake to introduce change for 
the sake of a change. . ., It is also a 
mistake to remove pomp and panoply from 
Irish Courts. , , The law may easily 
be brought too close to the doors of the 
Irish peasant.”’ : 

Details are not allowed, however, to 
obscure this writer’s yiew of the new Ire- 
land; and we find it a sane, wholesome 
and inspiring view—perhaps, as we are 
willing to suspect, because it accords so 
closely with our own. He notes an im- 
provement in the general. tone of the

* The British Elections. 
Nominations for. the British general 
‘election were received yesterday, and the 
‘stage has been set for one of the most 
interesting contests in Parliamentary 
history. o féwer than 1,440 candidates 
have been nominated, exclusive of those 


as there are only 615 seats in all, @ 
strenuous fight is to be anticipated. ‘The 
Conservatives head the list with 529 candi- 
dates, the Liberals have 454, Labour has 
434, while “the rest ” numbers 23. Oi these 
candidates fifty have been returned un- 
opposed. Thirty-five were Conservatives, 
eleven were Liberals, three were followers 
of Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and the other 
was Mr. T. P. O'Connor, Father of the 
House of Commons, who. continues to 
represent the Scotland Division of Liver- 
pool as an Igish Nationalist. Possibly 
the most interesting feature of this election 
is its uncertainty. In 1906, while nobody 
anticipated such a rout, most people knew 
that the Conservatives would be beaten. In 
both the 1910 elections a Libera] victory 
was fairly certain. ‘There never was the 
slightest doubt of the Coalition’s success 
at the *‘ Khaki” election of 1918, and last 


Carlton Club, the eclipse of Mr. Lloyd 
George was a foregone conclusion. This 
time, however, the’ issue is remarkably 
open. ' Mr. Baldwin had a commanding posi- 
tion in the House of Commons. Probably 
he could have maintained his majority 
for several years; but by his revival 
of the old controversy between Free Trade 
and Tariff Reform he changed the whoie 
aspect of the political situation. The two 
warring wings of the Liberal Party became 
re-united, Labour was made a present of 
the unemployment issue, and the election 
was declared~against the wish of a large 
section of the Conservative Party which 
had no desire to disturb the slumbers of 
sleeping dogs. Now the die has been cast. 
For better or for worse, the British people 
will elect a new Parliament on December 
6th—strangely enough, on the second 
anniversary of the signing of the Irish 
Treaty at Downing street—and even the 
most highly experienced political observers 
will not venture to predict the result of 
the polling. Mr. Baldwin has done his 
best to confine the issue to the simple 
question of tariffs, but his opponents 
refuse to accept this limitation, and 
are dragging all sorts of red herrings 
across the Protectionist trail. Almost 
anything may happen, but it is 
fairly certain that, if the Conservative 
Party does not secure an independent 
majority in the House of Commons, no 
other party will be placed in a position 
to torm a Government. Labour. does not 
expect to increase its present representa- 
tion by: more than thirty or forty séats, 
and, despite the ebullient optimism oí. Mv. 
Lloyd George, there is very little prospect 
of a repetition of the 1906* débdcle. The 
alternative to a strong Conservative Ad- 
ministration is likely to be something in 
ithe nature of stalemate, which. from the 
point of view of national stability, would 
be deplorable. Every friend of British 
prosperity and of Europe s peace will hope, 
therefore, that the Prime Minister may be 
successful. 


Dearer Sugar. 


During the past month the price of 
sugar has been rising slowly but surely, 
and yesterday, in the London market, 
there was a further sharp rise of a 
shilling a hundredweight, This advance 
is, of course, reflected in the retuil 
price, which has been increased in propor- 
tion. “This increase in the cost of one of 
the most necessary of all commodities is 
due to the shortage of “prompt” sugar 
both in the United States of America and 
in Great Britain. There is, fortunately, 
no danger of any lasting shortage, and, 
therefore, we may expect a reasonable fall 
in. prices at a fairly early date. The 
immediate scarcity of sugar is due to the 
fact that the Cuban crop for 1922-23 was 
roughly 300,000 tons lower than that of 
twelve months earlier, and, as Cuba sup- 
plies a large proportion of our sugar, a 
falling off from that quarter makes itself 
felt immediately. In America the ready 
supplies are particularly | short, and 
the American buyers are making efforts 
to obtain their supplies for January 
next. The American shortage contributes 
largely to the advance in the price of 
sugar in these islands. In the ordinary 
course of events the harvesting of sugar 
in Cuba takes place in the latter half of 
November, and the sugar is shipped to 
Britain in January. Since there are at 
the moment only some sixty or seventy 
thousand tons in the Cuban ports, the 
scarcity is likely to continue until the end 
of January, when the harvest shipments 
are due to arrive in England. The con- 
sumer, therefore, must be prepared to face 
a steady rise in price until February next. 
Sugar was once made the subject of 
laughter in the House of Commons; but 
with the rise in cost nobody “dares laugh 
at sugar now.”

The objects between the three sides of the 
outer shrine and the walls of the sepulchral 
chamber have now been removed, thus freeing 
the passage all round íor the erection of 
scaffolding. Those within the outer shrine 
have still to be moved before the doors can 
finally be closed, in readiness for dismantling. 
To-morrow, being Tuesday, there will, as. is

KING ALFONSO’S VISIT 
TO THE POPE. 


SPAIN AND THE VATICAN. 
: MADRID (By Mail). 

The visit of King Alfonso to Italy has not 
been wanting in incidents which have a 
dramatic aspect, though one veiled, perhaps, 
from the casual reader of the accounts and 
speeches published. The meeting between 
General Primo de Rivera and his “ opposite 
number,” Mussolini, in itself. becomes an 
event of unusual interest when it is considered 
how both men came into power, and the 
seed of unexpected developments that may 
have been sown at théir meeting. 

The. outstanding event of the tour, how- 
ever, has been the visit of. King Alionso to 
the Pope. The first and longest part of the 
King’s speech om that occasion places on 
record the social merits of Spain, which, in 
the. eyes of the Roman Church, ‘should en- 
title her people to special recognition. The 
second part of the speech contains grave 
affirmations diyected against recent doings af 
the Vatican—doings which imply indifference 
to Spain’s just-claims on the Church in virtue 
oí her fervent devotion to Catholicism.—

ture, industry, commerce, finance, and 
tourism. ed with such a complete bag 
of information, emanating from such exalted 
and competent sources, Í can well say that 
I almost X-rayed the country and felt the 
pulse of the Irish nation, thus perceiving 
their achievements and aspirations. — E 

I am especially thankful to the /rish Times 
for allowing me to express, through its 1n- 
fluential medium, my deep gratitide to all 
the Irishmen who have so courteously and 
ably assisted me in the discharge of my duty. 
Everywhere, both in the towns and in the 
country, I have found the same spirit of

THE PHILHARMONIC. STRING 
QUARTET, 


The string quartet is considered by many to 
be the most purely musical of all combinations 
of instruments. It was Haydn who raised 
it to a place apart in chamber music, and to 
him we owe its fixity of form and personnel 
of instruments. His own writing for the 
string quartet is singularly spontaneous and 
full of character. One of the finest examples 
is the “Quartet in G major ” (Op. 77), with 
which the Philharmonic String Quartet 
opened the recital for the Royal Dublin 
Society at the Theatre Royal yesterday. 
Grace and humour. or, perhaps, one should 
say mirth, radiate from the Haydn Quartets, 
and the Minuetto-Presto (Op. 77) contains 
some of the most exquisite suggestions of the 
kind. The artists yesterday expressed de- 
lightfully the waywardness of young life at 
play, which the movement indicates. The 
Minuetto could hardly have been better 
played. 
one felt that things went perfunctorily. 

After so great an example, it was interest- 
ing to mote how well a modernist can hold 
hig own. The Arnold Bax “Quartet in G 
major”’ is as vital as are all the other works 
of Bax. This quartet bristles with points of 
interest, rather than with grace or melodic 
beauty, though that, too, enters the last 
allegro with strong Celtic reminiscence. The 
Rondo, with its moving accent and inten- 
tionally crude ‘cello vamp, was very telling 
yesterday. It was in this quartet that the 
players gave of their best. After it, the 
“Beethoven Quartet in €” seemed to pass 
with ‘but meticulous care, save, perhaps, in 
the Andante, where the interplay of theme 
was wonderfully smooth and dignified and 
the violin tone exquisitely mellow.

REINDEER INCREASE IN 
ALASKA, 


Far off. Alaska is making a bid to become 
one of the great meat-producing areas of the 
world, states The T’'imes Correspondent, lately 
in that country. Roaming about the vast 
plateaux of the interior and south-western 
coast of the territory, there are now a quarter 
of a million reindeer, and their numbers are 
increasing rapidly year by year. Hithecto the 
great plateaux which border on the Arctic 
circle have been given little consideration ag a 
stock-raising country, but the remarkable suc- 
cess of the reindeer industry in Alaska 
compels attention, and may lead to utilisation 
of the waste lands of Northern Canada for 
similar purposes on a large scale. 

The industry was established by the United 
States Government, primarily to furnish the 
natives—Eskimos and Indians—with a source 
of food supply to replace game, seal, and 
walrus, which were being depleted rapidly. 
Between 1892 and 1902 the United States Go- 
vernment imported into the territory from 
Norway and Sweden 1,280 head of reindeer, 
with a number of Lapp herdsmen to care for 
them, and to train the naiives as herdsmen. 
To-day, under a system of apprenticeship 
and subsequent ownership, natives of the 
territory own 180,000 head, and many of them 


have accumulated small fortunes.

RUM-RUNNER. 


ARRESTED SIX MILES 
FROM SHORE. 


NEW LIMIT TREATY NOT 
SIGNED, 


CAPTAIN’S PROTEST 


IRISH ‘TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 
From Our Own Corresponpent. 
NEW YORK, Monday. 

Without waiting for the completion of the 
twelve-miles treaty, American revenue and 
prohibition agents have seized the British 
schooner Tomaka, and her cargo of liquor, 
six miles from Seabright, New Jersey. When 
the rum-Navy boat encountered the schooner 
it tried to escape, but two shots fired over 
her bow brought surrender. 

This is the first case in which a setsure haa 
been made outside the three miles limit. 

William McCoy, who was arrested, as com- 
mander of the schooner, is described as tho 
“ Commodore of the Atlantic rum-runnin, 
fleet,’’ and is regarded as the biggest prize 
as yet captured. He had 60,000 dollars in his 
pockets and 30,000 dollars in a safe on board, 
Members of the crew had 10,000 dollars. 

The spirits found on board totalled 200 
cases—all that was left of 4,200 cases takea 
on at Nassau, according to the seized papers. 

The schooner has been towed into the 
harbour, and Captain McCoy and the others 
on board are prisoners. McCoy has protested 
against the arrests and the action of tne 
American authorities, asserting that he wag 
outside the three-miles limit. 

The American Government is expected to 
show that McCoy has been landing liquor off 
auxiliary boats, thus making the seizure legal 
under the United States law. Otherwise, it 
might embarrass the negutiations now going 
on for the twelve-mile treaty with Great 
Britain,

CONFLICTING VIEWS. 
WASHINGTON, Mondag. 

Treasury officials st te that the seizure of 
the Tomako was made under the new agree- 
ment with Great Britain extending the right 
of seizure beyond the three miles limit, tha 
principle involved being accepted by both 
Governments. At the British Embassy, how- 
ever, the opinion was expressed that no 
Treaty could be considered as being in force 
until the Treaty was actually signed and 
other steps necessary for its promulgation 
were completed. No official action, however, 
will be taken until a report on the facts has 
mi received from the British Consul in New 

ork. 

The State Department does not support the 
view taken by the Treasury Department that 
the seizure was made under the new agree- 
ment with Great Britain. The State Depart- 
ment says that the vesse] will be released 
unless her seizure is justifiable on some other 
grounds 

Other officials justify the seizure of the 
Tomako on the ground that she had been i 
contact with the shore by means of her own 
boats. They adopted the policy of making 
seizures in such circumstances outside the 
three miles limit some months ago, and they 
believe that it will be supported by the 
courts. 

The Americans also declare they are not 
satisfied with the British registry of the 
Tomako, and recall the case of the Henry L. 
Marshall, which was also seized outside the 
three-mile limit. Although the latter craft 
flew the British flag, her British registry, 
they say, was not found regular, and she wa’ 
really owned by Americans.—(Reuter.) 


CAPTAIN CHARGED. 


PLEA OF LEGITIMATE 
BUSINESS. 
VEW YORA, Monday. 

The American Press is devoting consider 
able attention to the case of the alleged 
British schooner Tomako, which was cap- 
tured by coastguards yesterday morning six- 
and-a-half miles from the shore with 200 
cases of whiskey on board. The master of the 
Tomako, Captain M‘Coy, and eight of the 
crew, have been charged by the American 
Prohibition authorities with smuggling liquor 
into the country. The captain has pro- 
tested against his arrest on the ground that 
the twelve-mile Treaty is not yet ratified. 

When he appeared before the Collector of 
Port Duties to-day, the captain made a success- 
ful plea for the restitution of 68,000 dollars 
which had been taken from him when he 
was arrested. He carelessly threw the money, 
which was in hundred and thousand dollar 
bills, into a handbag, which appeared to 
contain soiled linen. 
He was later taken under heavy guard to 
Brooklyn to answer a charge brought against 
him in the Federal Courts in connection with 
the case of the schooner, Henry Marshall, 
which was seized last winter. It was not until 
after this that it was stated that Captain 
McCoy would be brought before the United 
States Commissioner here to plead in connec- 
tion with the charges arising out of the cap- 
ture of the Tomako. 
Mr. Parish, the British Vice-Consul, was 
present at to-day’s hearing, but he took no 
action, nor did he give any opinion. 
As he was led from the court, Captain 
McCoy, who was well groomed and quite at 
ease, talked freely, and with a certain amount 
of defiance, to the reporters. ‘‘I have no tale 
of woe to tell,” he said; “I was outside tha 
three-mile limit selling good whiskey at 
twenty-two dollars a case to anyone who had 
the money to buy. That is going to be my 
defence.” 
American ofhcials this morning alleged that 
the Tomako, after being boarded, attempted 
to get away, and that she even went as far as 
firing a machine gun at the American cutters, 
Seneca and Lexington, which were escorting 
her into port.

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JAPAN'S HEAVY BURDEN. 


ORGANISING THE WORK OF 
RECONSTRUCTION. 


i OSAKA, Octoher 4 (By Mon). 

No official estimate has yev been given out 
of the total losses caused by the earthquake, 
but a number of private estimates have been 
published, Of course, many of these estimates 
are mere guesses, but they are mostly around 
the 5,000,000,000 yen mark. This may appear 
at first 1 og almost incredible, because at the 
time of the San Francisco earthquake in 1906 
all property losses were estimated at only 
500,000,000 dollars; but the recent disaster 
covers a very much wider area, including a 
number of cities. 

The destruction of insured property alone is 
officially put at 2,200,000,000 yen, and this 
does not include Government-owned property, 
such as OR te pge telephones, a ate 
arsenals and other Army and Navy property, 
none of which is insured against fire or earth- 
quake. Therefore, the colossal figure of 
5,000,000,000 yen is not altogether imaginary. 

wo PUT IN HAND. 

Now that the general preliminary arrange- 
ments and regulations for the reconstruc- 
tion of the capi are completed, orders 
for various kinds of machinery and material 
are being pice with the factories of this dis- 
trict, while considerable orders iiave been, or 
will shortly be, placed abroad. This is re- 
sulting, in this part of the country at least, 
in an reassure on the factories con- 
cerned, and it is reported that several] are 
preparing to engage extra handa 

Among the orders reported to have Leen 
already sent here are those for electrical 
machimery for the Tokio electrical bureau, one 
for a number of street cars to replace those 
that were burnt up or otherwise damaged on 
the streets of the capital, and others for tele. 
graph and telephone wires, railway sleepers 
and carriages, and different kinds of building 
materials. For two or three weeks past one 
large section of this city, near the harbour, 
has been taken over for the preparation of 
timber (of building lengths) for the construc- 
tion of barracks, which are to be erected as 
rapidly as possible all over the devastated 
area. 


REMISSION OF TAXES. 

An Imperial decree provides exemption 
from, or réduction or postponement of, taxes 
for residents or persons with their occupation 
in the devastated area. The. decree states 
that taxes (land, business, income or succes- 
sion), usually collected in September, will not 
be collected until after October 3h. 
After that date those taxes will be 
collected only from those persons who have 
suffered little or no material damage, while 
in other cases payment will be further post- 
poned until the question of exemption or 
partial reduction has been determined. 

The loss accruing from tax exemption, re- 
duction or postponement will amount to a 
considerable sum, and when it is remembered 
that the import duties on various necessities 
and reconstruction materials have been sus- 
pended for some months to come, it will be 
seen that the Treasury will have to look to 
other sources for the replenishment of its 


funds.

CONVICTS. 


A BALLYBRICKEN INCIDENT. 


It is reported in Waterford that two conv:cts 
have escaped from Ballybricken Jail. 
late Waterford Quarter Sessions to three 
years’ penal servitude for robbery with 
violence from a woman milk vendor, The 
other man is said to be Aidan Kirwan, who 
was sentenced to two years’ imprisonment— 
twelve months for robbery under arms and 
twelve months for being found in possession 
of arms and ammunition. 

It appears that for the past week the 
prisoners were engaged in the manufacture of 
rope mats, and it is presumed that it was 
from material supplied for this purpose that 
they succeeded in manufacturing the rope 
which ultimately provided them with the 
means of escape. A ladder which had been 
secured in the vicinity of the prison hospital 
was also used. 

Late ou Saturday night the hue and cry 
was raised, and immediately afterwards the 
city and the surrounding countryside were 
searched by soldiers and Civic Guards, So 
far the missing prisoners have not been re- 
captured. The escape was effected at about 
half-peit six o'clock in the evening, and it 
was nine o'clock before the men were missed. 
Both are said to have gone away in convict 
dress.

NEW SCHEME IN PARIS.

PARIS, Monday. 

Paris will soon boast of an army of expert 
and olticially-appointed ‘guides, who will

This action has considerably disturbed the 
Danish. chocolate firms, who ‘have sent the 
Government a petition showing that the home 


sales of the Danish chocolate industry have 
decreased to one-fifth of the origi sales 
owing to German competition. e German 


firms are opening shops all over Denmark, 
and retailing their own produvts at prices 
which the Danish companies find it impossible 
to compete with, The Danish industry is 
appealing to the Government to lift the Cus- 
tom duty on cocoa-beans and increase the 
duty on imported manufactured products.

With the anxious misgivings of a provincial 
mother, when allowing her innocent daughter 
to pay off the family mortgage by playing w 
the musical comedy chorus, Oberammergau 
is permitting its famous actors, whose pious, 
sanctified lives have qualified them to repre- 
sent to the world the picture of the Passion 
of Christ, to go to America, where they will 
exhibit the art and craft work of this mountain 
village. It is Oberammergau’s last resort to 
save the Passion Play and raise money for 
the starving German children. 

Anton Lang, the impersonator of Christ, 
will leave Oberammergau with the art workers 
and craftsmen who, in their miniature village, 
modelled after this picturesque stronghold, 
will be engaged, as here, in their daily toil 
to introduce to America the objects of their 
industry, for which they hope to create a 
market. Fourteen of them, iialeding the most 
prominent of the Passion Play artists,‘ but no 
women, will embark at Hamburg on Decem- 
ber 1. There is already being constructed in 
the Grand Central Palate, New York, a 
miniature Oberammergau, where the exhibi- 
tion will be held. Later the exhibition will go 
to Chicago. 

The event was the occasion yesterday for a 
solemn luncheon party at the heme of Anton 
Lang, an occasion which contained ali the 
| pathos of a confessional. Guests came all the 

way from Berlin to attend. The luncheon was 
held in the simple diningroom of - Lang's 
house. At the end of a long table sat the 
impersonator of Christ. 

Aunt Anna alone served the wholesome, but 

retentious meal, to the twenty guests, who 
included the Governor of the Province, the 
Burgomaster of Oberammergau, Father Hein- 
burger, of Oberammergau, as well as the 
impersonator of Judas. 

Most of them gave short talks, all of which 
revealed the unsullied,. unworldliness of the 
speakers, the struggle between conscience and 
duty’ that they have suffered in exposing the 
IEA of Oberammergau, holy in their eyes, to 
the profane charge of changing money in 
the Temple, and their horror at deviating 
from the tradition which. they have observed 
for three hundred years. 

During the soup course, Anton Lang him- 
self explained that two and a half million 
German children and sixteen million German 
adults were starving, and that the Germans 
were so impoverished that they could not buy 
the products which have eupported Oberam- 
meragu between the Passion Plays. -He 
pointed out that it was with the idea of 
i Taising money for the starving children, and 
making possible the continuance of instruc- 
tions and training of the artists for the 
Passion Play, that they had consented to 
exhibit their work. Father Heinburger had 
been against the propositiog, from the- first, 
but as the poverty of Cidshanmeraee. not only 
threatened to.stop the regular school work, 
but menaced the continuance of the Passion 
play, he had finally consented. 


IRISH RAILWAY CLERKS’ 
CONFERENCE. 


THE LABOUR PARTY BILL. 


NA a Great Southern and Western 
Railway legate Conference, under the 
auspices of the Irish. Railwa? Clerks’ Asso- 
ciation, held in Dublin on Saturday night, 
Senator J T. O'Farrell (Irish Secretary) de- 
scribed the provisions of the Labour Party’s 
Railways Bill, and indicated the lines alerg 
which the Government ‘Bill was expected to 
proceed. .He said that under either measure 
a considerable saving in the staff would be 
effected. The Labour Party Bill contained 
adequate safeguards for .protecting the in- 
terests of all railway employés dispensed with, 
as well ag of those retained. Any Govern- 
ment measure which did not contain similar 
provisions would be resisted both inside and 
outside Parliament 

Big savings could be effected by nationalisa, 
tion and the working of the lines as a 
single. system; through the elimination of 
duplicate departments and stations, the mass 
purchase of materials, the standardisation and 
mass production of parts and fittings, the 
central control of rolling-stock and locomotive 
power, and the adoption of a common policy 
making for cheap and efficient transit. 
There was a danger that, if the Government 
did not intervene, the whole Irish railwav 
system would be run by two great English 
companies—the London, Midland, — and 
Scottish and the Great Western. Already 
the former controiled the: Midland (Northern 
Counties. Committee) and the Dundalk, 
Rosslare branch, exercised a werful . in- 
having a strangle-hold on the Dublin and 
South-Eastern, while the latter, through the 
Rosslare Branch. exercised a powerful in- 
fluence in Great Southern and Western affairs.

Messrs. F. J O’Beirne and A. H. Walgh 
(Dublin), J. N. Bresnan (Cork), C.. Punch
